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Annual Report of the Commissioner of Palice for the Year ended 


30th June, 1937. 


The Hon. Minister for Police. 


I submit herewith the annual report of the depart- 
ment for the year ended 30th June, 1937, together 
with the criminal statistics for the twelve months 
ended 31st December, 1936. 

The preliminary mean population for the State 
at the 30th June last was 451,907, and the estimated 
uboriginal population was 15,000. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to—

thus leaving a net expenditure of £236,910. 
Revenue totalling £52,020 was received by the de- 
partment, and included in this sum are the amounts 
received above, with the exception of the item for the 
orderly. at Government House and Gaol Allowances. 


The Gost of Police protection per capita was 10s. 
7d. if the total expenditure is taken into account, 
but the amounts reimbursed the department should 
be set off against such expense, which would bring 
the cost per capita to 10s. 6d. 


The proportion of Police to population of 466,907, 
which ineludes aborigines, is 1 to 786. 


Continued activities on the goldfields have neces- 
sitated a constable being sent to do duty at Beria, 
and arrangements are being made for an office to be 
provided. 

The residents ¢f the Lawlers district are pressing 
the department for a member of the Force to be sent 
to that district, and it is my intention, if on inquiry 
it is found that the application is justified, to reopen 
this station. 

Mining activities in the Morgans area have dwindled 
to a great extent during the past twelve moniths, and 
as they are not likely to revive arrangements are 
being made to close the station, which was reopened 
a few years ago. The district will in future be 
patrolled from Laverton, as well as Yundamindera 
and Linden, whilst Murrin Murrin could be patrolled 
from Leonora and the Edjudina district from Kal- 
goorlie. 

It has also been decided to establish a police camp 
at Big Bell, and a constable will be sent to do duty 
at this centre towards the end of July. The company 
carrying on mining operations at this centre has pro- 
mised to make an office available for the constable, 
pending the erection of a station and quarters. 
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As soon as possible the former police station at 
Lawlers will be reopened, whilst there is every justifi- 
cation for the old station at Rockingham, which has 
been closed for a considerable time, being re-estab- 
lished. 


A request has also been received for the establish- 
ment of a police station in the outlying portion of 
the Mt. Lawley-Maylands area, but until the needs of 
residents in remoter areas are met it is not possible 
for me to recommend the building of same. 


The comparative return of expenditure since 1900 
has been brought up to date (Appendix “B”), 


Representations have been made to the Govern- 
ment from time to time for the strength of the Force 
to be increased, but owing to financial reasons it has 
not been possible to accede to the requests. I would, 
however, stress this matter, as with the activities on 
the goldfields; the large amount of work now thrown 
upon the Police by increased motor traffic, and the 
necessity for providing Police protection in agricul- 
tural areas some distance from the nearest police 
stations, the demands on the department cannot be 
met with that celerity which the occasion warrants, 
nor yet afford the protection to which the public is 
entitled. 


The present strength of the force is inadequate to 
meet reasonable demands, and, further, the strength 
of the force should be such that it will permit of 
constables with from two to three years’ service being 
brought back to the police school for a _ refresher 
course of at least six months, which would include 
a training in the C.I.B. 


The work of a police officer is very difficult and 
complicated. There is no career which has changed 
more during the last fifty years than that of the 
policeman: he is invested with a difficult and respons- 
ible job, and should be thoroughly trained to carry 
out his work. 


A progressive Police Foree should have as_ its 
major objective an improved Public Service, and I 
believe the most effective method by which this pur- 
pose can be obtained is through the adoption of—and 
a strict adherence to—policies which ensure the estab- 
lishment of a higher standard for recruits; better 
training facilities, and the continuous training of all 
members of the Force in problems bearing on police 
service. The present strength of the Force, however, 
prohibits me from giving effect to my desires.

CADETS. 


There are now 13 cadets employed by the Depart- 
inent, and they are rendering good service. 


Reference was made in my last report under this 
heading to the difficulty of obtaining eligible candi- 
dates for the Service, and many of those applying 
fail in the preliminary examination of simple arith- 
metic and dictation. 


There is no desire on my part to comment in any 
way on the educational methods of the State, but such 
a number of applicants who state that they have 
attained the seventh, ex-seventh and eighth standards 
are found ineapable of passing in third and fourth 
class arithmetic, whilst the spelling is atrocious. 


It cannot be contended that after a lad leaves 
schoo] at 14 or 15 years of age he has lost the 
elementary principles of education, and the only con- 
clusion to be arrived at is that such youths did not 
take advantage of the education offering, even though 
they reached the higher schoo] classes, 


In making these comments it is not desired to single 
out State schools, but the remarks also apply to 
applieants who have had the benefit of private school 
edueation. In one instance a cadet applicant was 
found to be without a knowledge of the alphabet. In 
this case it would appear that, in common with others, 
a tendency to indulge in too much sporting activity 
has reacted to his detriment. 


SUPERANNUATION. 


This question is one that I should like to see dealt 
with during the present year, and would urge that the 
request of members of the Foree for legislation to 
give effect thereto should be brought before Parlia- 
ment as early as possible. The Police Benefit Fund 
would provide the nucleus for such a scheme, and once 
established I am of the opinion that the present 
Government subsidy to the Police Benefit Fund could 
be partially withdrawn. 


This Fund is made up of 3 per cent. deductions 
from the pay of members of the Force plus a similar 
contribution by the Government, and with the amount 
to its eredit there is no valid reason that I can see 
why it should not be the nucleus of a superannuation 
scheme. 


This State and Tasmania are the only two places 
in the British Empire, so far as can be learnt, where 
pension schemes for the Police Foree are not in 
operation. 


I cannot stress too strongly the urgent need for a 
pension scheme. I say frankly that the retention of 
a large number of members of the Force after they 
have reached the age of 55 years, particularly those 
who have not received promotion, is not in the inter- 
ests of efficiency, and the Department and the public 
suffer in consequence. 


Were there a pension scheme in existence it would 
prevent the retention of men in the Service long after 
they had passed the age of maximum efficiency. 


The strain of Police duty has increased during the 
last 20 years, and the nervous wear and tear of the 
day’s work, and the burden of responsibility carried 
by many individual officers make heavier demands on 
the physique of all members of the Force. 


GAMING. 


It is to be hoped that steps will be taken during the 
present Parliament to legislate in regard to this mat- 
ter. The folly is still rampant, and, despite asser- 
tions to the contrary, the Department is doing every- 
thing possible with the means at its command to 
combat same. To obtain convictions in connection 
with this matter it is necessary to have the evidence 
to support same, and whilst the betting shops 
(hroughout the State are known it would be futile to 
take action against them en masse without being in a 
position to prove the complaint. 

lor the twelve months ended 30th June, 1937, in 
the Perth area fines inflicted on “S.P.”’ bookmakers in 
connection with shop and street betting amounted to 
£10,864, being an increase compared with the previous 
year, whilst the number of prosecutions for the period 
under review was 491.

Whilst broadeasting and telephones to betting 
houses exist it will be a diffieult matter to combat 
the S.P. betting. Personally, I do not think a per- 
son who bets 2s. 6d. on a horse is a greater offender 
than a person who buys a lottery ticket. There is 
no doubt in my mind that people will gamble, and 
this ean be seen by the turnover of the Lotteries 
Commission. 

In connection with this matter IT would mention 
that any legislation to deal with the folly of start- 
ing price or off-the-course betting would be for the 
betterment of the racing clubs and not for the 
general publie. 


Racing clubs could do a considerable amount to- 
wards minimising S.P. betting by better catering 
for the general public, particularly for the small 
man who ean ill afford to go out to a racecourse 
with the present costs. The working man who de- 


sires to go to a racecourse has to pay the price of 
a train tare, entrance fee to the ledger and race 
book, without allowing for any refreshments. It 
costs twice as much tor meals or light refreshments 
on a racecouise as it does in the city. 


NEW STATIONS. 

Members of the Force have taken up duty at 
three new centres during the year, viz., Waroona, 
Beria and Morawa. At the former premises have 
been leased for the purpose; at Beria a constable 
is doing duty for the present without any facilities 
in the {way of a station or quarters, whilst ati 
Morawa quarters, office and station have been 
erected, 

Quarters, office, ete., have been erected during the 
year at Youanmi for the constable who had been doing 
duty at this centre for some time previously. 


MOTOR PATROLS. 

Three new motor cycles were obtained during the 
year, to replace machines worn out, and they are 
used on patrol work in outlying suburban areas. 
One of the old cycles so replaced is now being 
used at Midland Junetion, whilst the other two 
were condemned. A motor ecyele and sidecar has 
also been obtained for the use of the C.IB. at Fre- 
mantle. 

Three motor cars obtained in 1926, 1927 and 1928 
respectively have been condemned as unfit for fur- 
ther use, and need to be replaced. 

Arrangements are being made to instal a loud 
speaker on a car, with a view to directing traffic 
and advising the drivers of vehicles, also pedes- 
trians, respecting the necessity of conforming to 
the traffie regulations. 


WIRELESS. 

The new wireless plant has proved efficient, and 
ereat saving in the cost of operation has been 
effected. 

NORTH-WEST PATROLS.

HORSES. 
During the past twelve months arrangements 


have been made with the officers in charge of 45 
Police Stations for the use of their motor vehicles, 
and the horses attached to such stations will be 
transferred or sold. 

A weekly allowance is being paid for the use 
of such vehicles, which is not in excess of, and in 
many instances less than the cost of upkeep of the 
horses, whilst replacement of a number of the ani- 
mals through being cast on account of age, ete., 
will be obviated. 


LICENSING ACT. 


There are 905 licenses in force under this Act, 
of which the principal ones are:—381 publicans’ 
general, an increase of 4 during the year; 120 gal- 
lon as against 119 last year; 122 billiard table (a 
decrease of 4+); G8 wayside house, being a similar 
number to last year; 71 club certificates (71 last 
year); 51 Australian wine and 8 Australian wine 
bottle licenses. There was a similar number of 
these two classes last year. 


During the twelve months there were 11 petitions 
for new licenses, which were made up of 7 publi- 
cans’ general; 2 Australian wine and 2 gallon 
licenses. Of the former 4+ were refused and 3 not 
dealt with; of the Australian wine, 1 was granted 
and 1 not dealt with, whilst in regard to the gallon 
licenses 1 was refused and 1 not dealt with. 


A number of complaints have been made by 
various parties regarding the administration of the 
liquor laws on the Goldfields, and although the 
practice prevailing at the present time has been 
followed since the fields were first discovered, it 
would be far more satisfactory from a departmental 
point of view if the Licensing Act were amended 
to allow of certain hours for trading on Sundays. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES ACT. 


Twenty-five thousand eight hundred and thirty 
appliances were submitted, of which number 
24,278 were stamped and 1,552 were rejected. 


This represents a decrease of 2,528 apphances sub- 


‘mitted, as compared with the number submitted 


during the corresponding period last year. 

Five hundred and thirty-seven premises were 
visited, at which 21,153 packages were examined. Of 
the latter, 20,581 were found correct, and 572 ineor- 
rect. 

Whilst there has been a decreased number of 
appliances submitted for verification this year, the 
examination of packages has increased in compari- 
son with the preceding period by 6,244. 

There were 19 prosecutions and convictions dur- 
ing the year, and fines inflicted amounted to £40. 
This represents a decrease of 15 convictions and 
£53 in fines as compared with the previous period. 
Tneorrect and unstamped scales principally ae- 
counted for these prosecutions. In one ease the 
destruction of the scale was ordered. 

There was also one prosecution under the Bread 
Act, and two for short deliveries of milk. 


Fees for the verification of weighing and measur- 
ing appliances amounted to £2,462 12s. 7d., an in- 
crease of £56 3s. 8d. 

In addition to verification throughout the Metro- 
politan Area T attach a Table (D), page 53, showing 
the country districts and towns in which verification 
was carried out during the year. 

No such duty (except in regard to petrol pumps) 
has been performed beyond Ajana in a. northerly 
direction, Mullewa on the Murchison line, and Kal- 
gvoorlie and immediate surroundings on the Eastern 
Goldfields line. 

Depots are established at Broome, Geraldton, Nor- 
tham, Merredin, Kalgoorlie, Narrogin, Katanning, 
Albany, Collie and Bunbury, at which stations a set 
of working standards for general purposes is pro- 
vided. No new depots have been opened during the 
vear. 


The departmental standards were verified with the 
standards of Western Australia under the super- 
vision of an officer of the Treasury, and a certificate 
obtained in accordance with Section 13 and Regula- 
tion 1 of Part 2 of the Weights and Measures Act 
and Regulations respectively. 

The verification of local standards as required by 
Section 14 of the Act and Regulation 3 of Part 2 of 
the Regulations is practically complete. 


FIREARMS ACT. 

The total number of licenses issued during the 12 
months was 33,108. In addition 2,540 applications 
to include weapons on existing licenses were dealt 
with. 


One hundred and twenty-five applheations for 
licenses were refused. This number includes 36 apph- 
eants who hold licenses, but were refused in respect 
of pistols, 7 who were refused in respect of .303 
rifles and 2 holders who were refused shotguns. 


Seventeen leenses were revoked, and 30 firearms 
were confiscated, whilst 80 prosecutions and convic- 
tions under the Act were recorded at this office, the 
fines inflicted amounting to £215 5s. 


Deaths caused by firearms totalled 27, of which 
number 4 were caused ‘by unlawfully killing, 14 were 
the result of suicide, and 9 accidental. 


There were 12 cases of injury, consisting of 1 of 
unlawfully wounding, 1 of attempted suicide, and 
10 were accidental. 


Three appeals were made against refusals to issue 
licenses; two of these were upheld. 


During the last few months there has been placed 
on the market a variety of air rifle of a much superior 
quality and greater power than formerly. These 
weapons fire a slug, and some of them are alleged 
to be capable of killing such animals as rabbits, ete., 
at a distance of fifty yards. They fire very accur- 
ately. 


Although it has been held that it is not necessary 
to license an airgun or air-rifle, it is conceivable that 
the weapons referred to were not contemplated when 
the legislation was enacted, otherwise possibly some 
provision would have been made, 


The position is now that such weapons may be pur- 
chased, carried and used by anyone—children in- 
eluded—without hindrance or control. 


A complaint has been made wherein’ it is stated 
that a boy in possession of one of these weapons was 
annoying the complainant by firing through a hole 
in her gate into the backyard, and she was afraid of 
her children being hurt. It was also alleged that the 
same boy practised by shooting at street light globes. 


It seems necessary to place some restriction upon 
the use of these weapons by children. 


JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 


The number of offences committed by juveniles 


during the year was 1,359, showing a decrease of 
68 on the previous year. The principal offences

Charges under the Traffic Act numbered 835 in 
comparison with 779 in 1935 and 467 in 1934.

The most serious aspect of the above figures is the 
prevalence of motor car stealing by juveniles, the 
vehicles often being used to facilitate the committal 
of other offences, such as breaking, entering and 
stealing, ete. 


SERIOUS CRIME. 

There were five charges of wilful murder, and in 
two instances verdicts of “not guilty” were returned, 
whilst in one case nolle prosequi was ordered. In 
the other two instances death sentences were re- 
corded, but were commuted to imprisonment for 
life. Eleven aboriginals were charged with wilful 
murder, of which number three were found not 
guilty; two found guilty and death sentences were 
recorded; three guilty of manslaughter and sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment in each case, whilst three 
nolle prosequis were entered. One aboriginal was 
charged with murder, and was found guilty of 
manslaughter, being sentenced to twelve months’ im- 
prisonment. 


Another serious case was that of a man who 
murdered his wife and two children, and then com- 
mitted suicide. 


SHEEP STEALING. 

Complaints are still received to a larger extent than 
would be necessary if reasonable care and precautions 
were taken respecting the stealing of sheep, but it is 
most difficult to trace offenders. 


The amendments to the Droving Act and Brands 
Act should, if their provisions are followed by owners 
of sheep, be of value in minimising this class of 
offence, and pastoralists’ and farmers’ organisations 
should take every opportunity of bringing the matter 
under the notice of their members. On the other 
hand complaints are few from farmers who are con- 
tinually moving amongst their flocks and taking every 
opportunity to tally them. 


During the year patrols in motor vehicles have been 
made on several occasions by detectives to districts in 
the Great Southern Areas, from which most of the 
complaints of sheep-stealing arise, and also to the 
Midlands area, 


TRAFFIC ACT, 

I would take the opportunity of drawing particular 
attention to the necessity of funds being made avail- 
able for the erection of automatic or other type of 
signals at certain intersections where traffic is con- 
siderable. It has been the desire of the Department 
to erect such signals at the junction of Mint Street 
and Albany Road in order to provide a safeguard for 
the children attending the State School nearby, and 
also at the Broadway-Stirling Highway intersection 
at Nedlands. At these two points traffic is very heavy 
at peak periods, in the mornings particularly. 


The cost of installing these signals, however, is too 
great for the Department to bear. There is no reason 
to my mind why the expense should not be borne by 
the Traffie Trust Account, and in this regard there is 
precedent for such request, as in Great Britain grants 
have been made from the Road Fund by the Home 
Office to the Lecal Authorities for beacons marking 
crosswalks. 

There is also the question of the marking and main- 
tenance of white lines at various positions on the 
roadways, and IT am contident that Parliament, when 
it agreed to a clause being inserted in the Traffie Act, 
did not foresee the expense that would be caused the 
Treasury through placing the control and regulation 
of traffie in the Metropolitan Area under this Depart- 
ment. Such expense, as well as that for the provision 
of pointsmen, shou'd come out of the Traffie Trust 
Account. 

During the year 88,762 licenses were issued, and 
transfers effected in the Metropolitan Area. 

For the year ended 350th June, 1937, 77,317 per- 
sons were issued with motor drivers’ licenses, com- 
prising 9,948 originals and 67,369 renewals, showing 
an increase of 11,405. Of the total number 39,862 (a 
little over 50 per cent.) were issued in the Metropoli- 
tan Area. 

At this office 3,560 persons made application for 
motor drivers’ licenses of whom 714 (23 females and 
G91 males) failed to pass in the first test, but all sub- 
sequently were successful with a further test, with the 
exception of 117, who have not vet made themsclves 
available for re-examination. 

83 applicants who were found to have defective 
eyesight, physical disability, or were over the age of 
60 years, were requested to produce medical certifi- 
cates as to their fitness to drive a motor vehicle, re- 
sulting as follows :— 

54 medically fit. 

11 passed for 12 months only. 

1 passed for 6 months only. 

13 failed to return with certificates. 
4 medically unfit. 
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An appeal which was lodged by one medically un- 
fit person was upheld by the magistrate. 

In the Metropolitan Area 14 applicants were re- 
fused licenses on account of defective eyesight. Of 
45 who were requested to be fitted with suitable 
glasses, 23 were passed, the remaining 22 failing to 
comply with the request, 

62 persous outside the Metropolitan Area were re- 
fused licenses on the grounds of defective eyesight, 
but 34 after obtaining suitable glasses passed the 
necessary test. 

An appeal by one applicant said to have detective 
eyesight was upheld by the Magistrate. 

Three persons were asked to produce medical eertifi- 
cates for defective hearing, but failed to do so. 

Regarding passenger vehicle drivers’ licenses issued 
to persons in the Metropolitan Area, of a total num- 
ber of 559, 245 were medically examined, the result 
being :— 

198 medically fit. 
38 defective eyesight. 
10 defective colour vision. 


1 fit for 12 months only. 
1 fit for 6 months only. 


248 
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Three persons failed to pass the necessary driv- 
ing test, and one was refused owing to defective 
eyesight and previous convictions. 


In the country, of 459 drivers 115 were medically 
examined, resulting as follows :— 
106 medically fit. 
8 defective eyesight. 
1 medically unfit. 


115 


Licenses were refused to three applicants owing 


to previous convictions and to seven who were 
found to be unsuitable persons to hold such a 


license. 


4,397 accidents were reported in the metropoli- 
tan area, being an increase of 752 on last year’s 
figures, and are classified as follows:-—60 fatal, 485 
serious and 3,812 minor. Sixty-two persons were 
killed, being 26 pedestrians and 36 in vehicles, an 
increase of one on the previous year. There were 
only two level railway crossing fatalities. 


The number of 630 persons injured shows very 
favourably compared with 1,213 last year, being 
practically half the number. 152 of this number 
were pedestrians, the remaining 478 being in ve- 


hicles. 

The big increase of the total number is probal:ly 
due to the compulsory reporting of accidents, which 
has been brought into the Act, as the minor acci- 


dents have exeeeded last year’s figures by 1,831, 


whilst there is a drop of 533 in the serious and 
fatal. 


Of the vehicles concerned in fatal accidents, 50 of. 
the drivers were male, and 3 female. 479 male and 
29 female drivers were involved in serious acci- 
dents, whilst of the minor accidents, 3,955 of the 
drivers were male and 82 female. 


The attached analysis depicts the causes of acci- 
dents as follows:—

3,177 of the accidents occurred in the daytime, 
and 1,180 at night. Of the number of persons 
killed 8 were under 16 years of age, 44 between 16 
and 20, and 10 over 60. Only nine of the fatal 
accidents happened in the cities of Perth and Fre- 
mantle. 

The outstanding causes of the majority of acei- 
deuts are failing to exercise due care at intersec- 
tions, and carelessness, negligence and inefficient 
driving. 

Every aid is given by members of the Tratfic 
Branch to assist motorists in order to reduce the 
toll of the road and ensure safe driving. White 
lines are continually being laid to guide motorists 
and pedestrians. . 


At the present time the Inspector-in-Charge of 
the Traffic Branch is attending the various schools 
in the metropolitan area tutoring the children in 
safe traffie methods, and endeavouring to instil in 
their minds a road sense, which appears to be cun- 
siderably lacking in the adults, 


A Judge of the Supreme Court in New South 
Wales recently passed some very pertinent remarks 
respecting the responsibility attaching to drivers 
of motor vehicles, when he stated that any man who 
sets a car in motion should drive with a full sense 
of his responsibilities and determine that if an 
accident were to happen it would not be his fault. 
It is a pity drivers do not follow same. 


During the year throughout the State there were 
133 fatal accidents, and 1,076 persons were also in- 
jured. The greater portion were caused either 
through excessive speed or negligence. 

Three shifts are worked by the motor cyele patrol, 
so that in the summer time the patrol men are on 
the roads until 4% a.m., and in the winter months 
until 10 p.m., but the number of men engaged is 
quite inadequate to cope with the work. It is to 
be regretted that it is not possible to increase the 
staff engaged on this work, as the demands of the 
Department in other directions, particularly out- 
side the metropolitan area, must be considered of 
paramount importance. 


+ In common with all other centres in other parts 
of the world, the parking problem in. the metro- 
politan area is acute, and steps will have to be 
taken without delay to meet same. Drivers of motor 
vehicles are insistent that they should be permitted 
to park their vehicles as near as possible to their 
businesses; firms complain that access is denied to 
their customers through motor vehicles being parked 
in the vicinity of their premises; other motorists 
complain that they have to walk from 10 to 50 yards 
to make purchases, whilst attendants of a city church 
object to walk a few yards owing to the road in 
front of the church being occupied by ears. It is 
most difficult to hold a balance between all the dif- 
ferent interests. 

The driver of a motor vehicle who is under the 
influence of alcoholic liquor is still a menace to 
himself and other users of the road, and the num- 
ber of persons charged with this offence is a small 
percentage of those who offend in this direction. 
Once a person has been convicted of this offence, 
and his license has not been suspended by the Court. 
it has been the practice of the Department to re- 
fuse to grant a renewal of the party’s driving 
license on its expiry, when there are reasonable 
grounds for believing that the person concerned has 
not refrained from over-indulgence in liquor. 


The question of the Act being amended to provide 
for the automatic disqualification of a driver’s 
license when he has been convicted of the offence 
mentioned should be considered, and it should not 
be again renewed unless satisfactory evidence is 
produced which would justify the Court in agree- 
ing to reissue same. 


Another matter which requires the attention of 
the Legislature is for power to be given to a Judge 
of the Supreme Court to cancel a license in addition 
to any other penalty that may be imposed by that 
Court. ‘ i

Where necessary the children of patients taken to hospital have been arranged for during the mother ’s 
absence. In many cases clothing has been supplied by charitable institutions and food supplied to destitute 
people. 


Patrolling.—The city streets have been patrolled in the interests of young women and girls and children. 
Parks, public gardens, reserves and waterfront have been given attention as well as the vicinity of hotels and 
wine saloons, where women frequent and who may neglect their children. 

The railway station has been patrolled during the arrival of Transcontinental and country trains. Atten- 
tion is given to those seeking assistance, such as those people seeking a suitable place to stay and those who 
have not been met by their friends and who are uncertain of their addresses. 

Children have been met and cared for at the request of parents. Sometimes it has been necessary to 
arrange for their care over the night and to place them on another train next day. 


Juvenile Performers.—All cases where children perform for gain or reward have been attended to by 
Women Police regarding the permits issued to parents or teachers. In this respect children of tender years 
are allowed to perform up to 9 p.m., with the exception of performances in connection with dancing classes at 
the end of the year, when these young children appear right up to the end of the performance. 

In three instances teachers have been spoken to regarding exceeding the time allowed on the permit 
and the matter has been reported. There has usually been no repetition of this breach of the Act. 

Children of tender years are also employed at departmental stores during the Christmas season and the 
Women Police give this matter attention in the interests of these young people. Usually during the holi- 
days at Christmas older children take the place of these younger ones; at least part of the time. 


Street Trading and Begging.—Instances of children trading without a permit have received attention and 
the parents informed. 

There is still a great deal of begging amongst children of both sexes before the 5th November and on 
that day about hotels and wine saloons and city streets. In most cases when spoken to, the children go home. 
The parents are usually informed.

Wine saloons, hotels, places frequented by women of ill-fame have been kept under observation for the 
purpose of protecting young girls from same. 

Beaches, riverfront, reserves, wharf and railway stations have been patrolled. 

Intemperate parents of young children have been advised re causing their children to become neglected 
thereby. 

The Children’s Court and Police Court have been attended during the hearing of cases where women, 
young girls and children are involved.
